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Preface 

This  Is  an  attempt  to  collect  the  important  and  most  avail- 
able material  on  the  part  which  religion  has  played  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  nation  and  the  growth  of  religious  freedom.  It 
aims  to  give  the  student  of  the  subject  a  working  basis  from  which 
he  can  enlarge  his  field  at  will.     It  has  been  difficult  to  draw 
the  line  between  the  political  and  denominational  histories,  and 
to  decide  which  should  be  included.     Almost  all  of  the  histories, 
either  of  church  or  of  state,  deal  more  or  less  with  this  subject. 
The  genera],  political  histories  give  a  setting  for  the  religious 
problems  and  must  be  consulted.    The  aim  has  been  to  include 
those  histories  which  deal  most  fully  with  the  religious  side  and 
are  at  the  same  time  the  most  authentic.     It  may  seem,  in  some 
cases,  as  if  important  works  have  been  omitted,  but  in  genera]., 
they  have  duplicated  the  material  of  those  included. 

On  the  denominational  side  there  is  an  almost  endless  amount 
of  material  on  the  history  of  the  various  churches,  and  many  can  be 
consulted  with  profit,  but  the  authors  have,  in  most  cases,  con- 
fined themselves  to  the  growth  and  development  of  the  inner  life 
of  the  sect.    They  have  given  little  attention  to  the  relations  to 
other  denominations,  or  to  the  state.    For  this  reason  few  church 
histories  have  been  included  as  they  are  of  little  help  on  this 
subject . 

In  making  the  critical  notes  to  judge  of  the  scope  and.  value 
of  the  work,  personal  inspection  has  been  done  as  far  as  possible, 
and  the  following  references  consul  ted:

Works  on  the  subject  have  often  given  helpful  suggestions  as  to  the 
v;ilue  of  original  sources,  e.g.  Cobb's  Rise  of  religious  liberty 
in  America.     Different  editions  of  a  work  have  not  been  noted,  the 
ain  has  been  to  include  the  one  considered  the  best. 

The  largest  part  of  the  material  found  deals  with  colonial 
tines.    The  discussion  of  the  relation  of  church  and  state  in 
America  was  practically  settled  before  the  opening  of  the  nine- 
teenth -century  and  the  principle  of  religious  freedom  firmly  es- 
tablished.   During  the  colonial  period  the  absorbing  theme  was  re- 
ligion and  the  early  writers  have  voiced  the      sentiments  of  their 
times.    In  most  of  these  states  there  are  historical  societies 
which  reprint  many  of  the  writings  and  records  of  colonial  tines 
which  are  of  great  value  in  throwing  light  on  the  struggle  for  re- 
ligious tolerance.     The  most  important  of  the  works  have  been 
sep arately  noted  but  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  analyze  them  com- 
pletely and  the  whole  collection  can  be  consulted  with  profit. 
The  records,  acts ,  or  provincial  papers  for  most  of  the  colonies 
have  been  included,  but  it  has  not  been  thought  wise  to  attempt  to 
analyze  each  set.     References  to  the  laws  passed  can  easily  be 
found  by  consulting  the  index  of  the  work.    Poole's  Index  to 
periodical  literature  has  been  consulted  and  the  most  important 
articles  are  included  in  this  list. 

Since  the  Revolution  and  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  the 
discussion  of  the  relation  between  church  and  state  in  America  has 
centered  about  three  points. 


First,  the  question  of  reading  the  Bible,  or  having  religious 
exercises  in  the  public  schools  of  our  country.    This  is  properly 
a  branch  of  the  larger  question  of  church  and  state,  and.  as  such 
is  considered  here.     There  is  a  wealth  of  material  on  the  subject, 
written  especially  in  short  articles  in  religious  papers.  Num- 
erous periodical  references  are  given  in  this  bibliography  and 
there  are  as  many  more,  but  they  duplicate  each  other  to  a  great 
extent.     The  books  and  longer  works  on  religious  education  are  apt 
to  deal  v/ith  the  recent  movement  in  the  church  for  general  social 
betterment,  progressive  methods  of  church  work,  social  settlement 
work,  the  establishment  of  kindergartens,  libraries,  etc.,  and 
have  no  relation  to  this  subject. 

The  second  point,  is  that  of  Sunday  legislation.     This  also 
is  a  broad  subject.     There  is  much  material  dealing  with  the  purely 
religious  side.     The  aim  has  been  to  include  only  that  most  direct- 
ly connected  with  its  legal  aspects. 

The  third  point  is  that  of  the  taxation  of  church  property. 
Not  very  much  material  has  been  found  on  this  phase  of  the  ques- 
tion. 

The  work  on  this  bibliography  has  been  done  largely  in  the 
University  of  Illinois  Library.     Rome  time  has  been  spent  also  in 
the  Newberry  Library,  Chicago,  and  in  the  libraries  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago.
